California Now Has Toughest 


Gun Control Law

California now has one of the 
toughest gun control laws in the 
nation. Legislation signed 
recently by the governor 
imposes mandatory ~ sentences 
for using guns in serious crimes 
and requiring gun purchasers to 
wait 15 days for delivery. 

In signing the measure, the 
governor said, “recent events 
underscore the appropriateness 
of swift and sure punishment for 
those who use guns to commit 
crimes.” 


The mandatory prison 
sentence bill will apply to crimes 
ranging from robbery to 
attempted murder. 

In signing the bill, the 
governor made it clear that every 
person in the state who uses a 
gun in the commission of a 
serious crime gets a stiff prison 
sentence. 


“Whatever the circumstances, 
however eloquent the: lawyer,” 
the governor said, “judges will 
no longer have discretion to 
grant probation even to first 
offenders. This may not 
rehabilitate nor get at the 
underlaying causes, but it will 
punish those who deserve it. 

“The philosophy of this new 
law is based not on sociology or 
Freudian theory, but on simple 
justice.” 

This gives California its first 
mandatory sentencing law in 10 
years. 

The law defines the use of a 
firearm as displaying a firearm in 
a menacing manner, 
intentionally firing it or 
intentionally striking a person 
with it.

It applies to murder, assault 
with intent to commit murder, 
robbery, kidnaping, kidnaping 
for ransom, extortion or 
robbery, first degree burglarly, 
rape by force or violence, rape 
by threat of great and immediate 
harm, and assault with intent to 
commit rape or robbery or 
prison or jail escapes.

‘MEDICAL SERVICES ARE SHACKLED 
BY ILL-CONCEIVED LEGISLATION 
SAYS CMA WESTERN JOURNAL EDITOR 


SAN FRANCISCO — Only 
truly cooperative effort between 
government and the private 
sector will solve this country’s 
complex health care needs. 

Dr. Malcolm S.M. Watts, 
editor of CMA’s Western Journal 
of Medicine, warns in an 
editorial in this month’s Journal 
that neither the private sector 
nor government can do the job 
alone. 

“As one reviews the past 
decade, with its wave after wave 
of new health legislation, one is 
impressed with how much the 
costs have risen while there has 
been. comparatively little 
improvement in health or health 
care directly attributable to the 
government programs. Most of 
the federal programs simply have 
not worked.” Dr. Watts says. 


“Rather than achieving the 
humanitarian goal ‘to bring more 
services to many more people,’ 
federal programs have imposed a 
variety of regulations, 
requirements and_ restrictions 
which have had the effect of 
shackling the delivery system 
and increasing the costs,” he 
charged. 

This is largely the result of 


attempts to administer poorly 


conceived laws and of various 
court actions which have 
profoundly affected patient 
care, he says. 

Primary reason for current 
health-care difficulties is that 
government has tried to enact 
legislation without significant 
input from “the real world’’ of 
medical practice and patient 
care, Dr. Watts concludes.

Farm Bureau 
Blasts 


Labor Board 


_ BAKERSFIELD — Kern 
County Farm Bureau’s 
president, Fred L. Starrh, has 
said agriculture has been 
betrayed by the appointments of 
Gov. Edmond G. Brown Jr. to 
the Agricultural Labor Relations 
board. 

“The governor emphatically 
stated at the time he signed the 
bill last spring that his 
appointments to the board 
would be made up of persons 
totally neutral on the farm labor 
situation,” Starrh said. “The 
appointments are anything but 
neutral, with at least two 
(including the chairman) 
supporters of the United Farm 
Workers Union.” 

Starrh urged a change in the 
law where two members of the 
board would represent 
agriculture, one each from the 
labor unions involved and one 
disinterested party. “While this 
might not be a panacea, it would 
at least bring some rationality to 
a mess created by the original 
appointments.” 

He also severely criticized the 
access rule drawn up by the 
board and called it a clear 
violation of the statutes already 
on the books. “It is clear that 
the committee wants to allow 
union organizers on private 
property to give greater strength 
to the United Farm Workers 
Union,” he said. It is obviously 
in violation of the State 
Constitution and the tresspass 
laws. 

‘‘When a farmer, or any 


person, has no right to say who ¢ 


can or cannot enter his private 
property, nothing but chaos will 
result,” Starrh said. 

“While the law itself could be 
made to work, the board and the 
rules it drew up have brought 
hopes for peace in the fields to a 
total shambles,’ Starrh 
conchided.

‘partridge hunting seasons, the 
state Department of Fish and 
Game says. 

Production is improved in 
most areas of the state because 
of good feed, water and cover 
conditions, and populations are 
booming for the second year 
after three successive years of 
drought. 

Seasons will continue through 
February 1, 1976, except that 
the season of quail in the five 
northern counties (Humboldt, 
Del Norte, Siskiyou, Modoc and 
Lassen) will close January 4, as 
will the season for chukars in 
Modoc and Lassen counties. 

Quail limits are 10 per day, 
10 in possession in the aggregate 
of all species. Chukar limits are 
six per day, six in possession. 

In addition to the California, 
or valley quail, which occurs in 
almost every county, hunters 
may take the mountain quail 
and the Gambel’s quail. 

Last year hunters bagged an 
estimated 2,188,400 quail, 
making it one of the state’s most 
popular game birds. Leading 
counties contributing to the bag, 
in order, were Kern, Riverside, 
Santa Barbara, Fresno and San 
Diego. 

The speedy chukar, which 
was introduced from the 
Himalayan foothills in the 
1930s, have been spotted in 
good numbers in the rugged hill 
country from eastern Lassen 


.county down to the 


southeastern corner of the state. 
The DFG production survey 
indicated that only along the 
central coast were. chukar 
numbers slightly down from the 
high levels last year. 

Hunter survey questionnaire 
figures estimate the statewide 
bag of chukars last year at 
102,900 birds. 

Quail and chukar hunters 
must have a valid 1975 hunting 
license,. but need not have 
special stamps or tags.

FRESNO — Valley Nitrogen 
Producers, Inc. has announced 
purchase of the interest of Sage 
Oil Company, Inc. in the 
Malton-Black Butte Gas field in 
Tehama county. 

Warren Brock, Valley 
Nitrogen president, stated that 
the purchase involves Sage’s 
interest in 21 wells and 5,250 
leased acres. After adjustments 
for 1975 gas production to 
closing date, the sales price will 
be approximately $6.9 million in 
cash or about $5.80 per share. 
Closing date for the sale is 
November 1.

‘Police Chief 


Tells Women 
Of Rape Cases 


PORTERVILLE — Speaking 
before some 125 persons in the 
Porterville college gymnasium, 
Police Chief John Start said, of 
the 13 rapes committed in the 


’ city since 1973, all can be 


associated with one or two men 
and that certain common 
characteristics are emerging. 

He said, if it is one man, 
that individual is 
“approximately 30 years old, 
Caucasian, 5-foot-7 to 5-foot-9 
inches in height, weighs 
140-150 pounds, has brown or 
blond hair and has a soft Okie 
or Southern accent.” 

He said the rapist commonly 
wears a black ski mask or a red 
bandana and has been hitting 
mostly on the west side of 
Porterville. He said the 
individual has been known. to 
use a red-and-white bicycle, a 
Chevy tow truck, a motorcycle 
and to walk. 

He said the rapist apparently 
prefers young women victims 
and that the oldest woman 
attacked so far was 
45-years-old. 


He said the rapist thus far 
has been polite with his victims 
and there have been no serious 
injuries. 

He said the. individual 
commonly uses language like 
“We're going to play a little 
game - All I want is some 
loving - and - If you don’t stop 
screaming, I'll kill you.” 

-Start said the. recent rapes 
have been well planned and 
there have been no_ particular 
days or times for the attacks. 

The chief said a woman’s 
best defense against this rapist 
and all others is total 
awareness. “You need to know 
yourself, and-your surroundings 
and what’s happening in your 
community. Alert women can 
avoid rape,” he said. 

Start’s talk was sponsored by 
the Associated Women Students 
of Porterville College.

SOVIET GRAIN 

CROP ESTIMATE 

LOWERED BY USDA 
WASHINGTON — The US. 


‘Department of Agriculture has 
lowered its estimate of 1975 | 


grain production in the Soviet 
Union to 170 million tons. 

This is five million tons less 
than the August 29 estimate, 
and. reflects’ a poorer than 
estimated harvest in the Ukraine 
- one of the Soviet Union’s chief 
grain regions. 

A crop of 170 million tons 
would be 45 million short of the 
USSR’s target, and about 25 
million under last year’s 
production. The record Soviet 
harvest was 222.5 million tons in 
1973. 

Bulk of this year’s Ukrainian 
shortfall is believed to be in 
wheat, primarily winter wheat. 
The new estimate reduces 1975 
Soviet wheat production by 
three million tons to 82 million 
tons. Coarse grains have been 
reduced by two million tons to 
75 million tons. Miscellaneous 
grains remain at 13 million tons.
